Enormity  of  City  Problems 
Stressed  by  Urban  Speaker 
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Dean  of  Women  Resigns  Post, 
Gets  Embers7  Teacher  Citation 


After  serving  MSC  for  five 
years  as  dean  of  women,  Miss 
Karen  Licklider  has  resigned 
with  plans  to  work  next  fall 
with  disadvantaged  young  peo¬ 
ple. 

On  the  basis  of  Miss  Lick- 
lider’s  activities  and  service 
during  her  employment  at 
MSC,  Embers  has  chosen  to 
honor  her  as  outstanding  fac¬ 
ulty  woman  of  the  year.  Her 
contributions  to  MSC  often 
have  been  sensed  by  individ¬ 
uals  participating  in  Panhellen- 
ic,  Union  Board,  AWS,  and 
Dialogue,  all  of  which  she  spon¬ 
sors.  . 

She  has  been  active  as  a  fac¬ 
ulty  member  of  the  Student- 
Faculty  Affairs  Committee,  the 
Housing  Committee,  College 
Ambassador  Committee,  Stu¬ 
dent  -  Faculty  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  Embers.  She  is  al¬ 
so  an  ex-officio  member  of  the 
Performing  Arts  Committee. 

Miss  Licklider  feels  the  most 
rewarding  part' of  her  career 
on  the  campus  was  participat¬ 
ing  in  “Give  a  Damn  Week” 
activities.  Commenting  on  the 
over-all  purpose  of  student  in¬ 
volvement,  she  explained,  “A 
great  number  of  people  have 
stated  a'  concern  for  other  peo- .

Student  Advisers 
To  Be  Interviewed 
Wednesday  Night 

Interviews  for  students  who 
seek  to  fill  vacancies  on  tha 
Student-Faculty  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  will  be  held  in  the  Syca¬ 
more  Room  of  the  Union  at 
6:15  p.  m.  Wednesday. 

New  members  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  will  be  chosen  by  pres¬ 
ent  student  members  of  the 
committee  and  the  Student 
Senate  executive  council.  Soph¬ 
omore  or  junior  status  for  the 
fall  semester  is  preferred  for 
those  being  interviewed  for  the 
positions,  it  was  reported  at 
the  Thursday  Senate  meeting. 

A  motion  was  brought  to  the 
floor  and  passed  to  move  the 
location  of  the  Senate  office  to 
the  old  Union  barber  shop  next 
year. 

Tom  Strade  of  the  Homecom¬ 
ing  Committee  reported. to  the 
Senate  that  those  organizations 
that  did  not  participate  in 
Homecoming  activities  last 
year  will  not  have  a  vote  on 
the  committee  tliis  year.  The 
Student  Senate  representative 
on  the  Homecoming  Committee 
will  be  a  non-voting  delegate. 

The  Senate  was  advised  by 
Senator  Pete  Richardson  that 
the  ad-hoc  curriculum  com¬ 
mittee  had  passed  a  recom¬ 
mendation  to  drop  the  number 
of  general  requirement  hours. 
In  the  proposal,  students  would 
be  allowed  to  take  10  to  11 
more  hours  of  electives. 

Recommendations  for  stu¬

“The  enormity  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  the  cities  is  so  great 
that  we  cannot  easily  encom¬ 
pass  them  in  our  minds!” 

Thus,  Dr.  John  Gillispie,  di¬ 
rector  of  rnban  studies  at  the 
University  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  de¬ 
scribed  the  plight  of  large  cit¬ 
ies  during  his  address  to  the 
Social  Science  Club  and  the 
public  May  13  in  the  Horace 
Mann  Auditorium. 

Dr.  Gillispie  listed  “people” 
as  the  major  reason  for  con¬ 
cern  in  the  cities.  Rapid  popu¬ 
lation  changes  resulting  from 
the  shift  of  rural  to  urban 
areas,  an  increased  birth  rate 
in  the  ghettos,  plus  the  pover¬ 
ty  usually  generated  by  these 
population  trends,  were  cited 
as  factors  in  the  dilemma. 

Welfare  problems  resulting 
from  overcrowding  and  poor 
living  conditions  were  blamed 
for  the  social  unrest  which  is 
producing  rising  crime  rates. 

“Frequently  Americans  act 
only  in  crisis.  .  and  fail  to 
see  the  large  problems  that 
grow  gradually,  such  as  those 
in  the  cities,  explained  Dr.  Gil¬ 
lispie.  He  used  air  pollution  as 
an  example  of  a  problem  that 
has  gradually  increased  to  sub¬ 
stantial  proportions,  yet  people 
have  become  somewhat  accus¬ 
tomed  to  its  effects  on  life  and 
are  blind  to  its  enormity. 

Disposal  of  the  ever-increas¬ 
ing  waste  of  the  cities,  better- 
quality  housing,  pollution, 
transportation,  and  safety 
were  also  cited  as  areas  of 
crisis  which  confront  cities  to¬ 
day.  The  speaker  stated  that 
solutions  to  these  problems, 
extremely  difficult  and  corn- 

improvements  were  left  to  be 
acted  upon  by  next  year’s  Sen¬ 
ate. 

At  the  close  of  the  final  Sen¬ 
ate  meeting  for  this  year,  out¬ 
going  President  Mike  Wilson 
commended  Senators  for  their 
efforts  and  swore  in  the  new 
student  body  president,  Steve

plex,  are  so  massive  that  peo¬ 
ple  usually  fail  to  comprehend 
them,  so  they  don’t  think  about 
them  at  all. 

In  the  future.  Dr.  Gillispie 
forsees  the  cities  as  becoming 
dominated  exclusively  by  Ne¬ 
groes  or  other  minority  groups. 
Yet,  he  stated,  Negroes  are 
not  presently  being  trained  to 
take  over  the  responsibilities 
of  authority.  He  sees  an  im¬ 
portant  solution  in  training 
young  American  Negroes,  es¬ 
pecially  students,  for  leader¬ 
ship  roles. 

A  question  and  answer  peri¬ 
od  followed  the  lecture,  and  at 
that  time,  Dr.  Gillispie  pre¬ 
sented  some  of  his  views  for 
possible  solutions.  The  fact 
that  publicly  -  educated  stu¬ 
dents  owe  an  obligation  to 
their  country  to  do  something 
about  alleviating  these  critical 
problems  which  face  the 
American  cities  was  emphasiz¬ 
ed. 

Mr.  Gary  Daigley

He  attended  MSC 
from  September,  1964,  until 
May,  1968,  when  he  was  grad¬ 
uated  with  an  AB  degree  in 
accounting.  During  his  college 
years,  he  was  a  member  of  PI 
Omega  PI,  honorary  business 
fraternity,  and  served  as  pres¬ 
ident  of  Alpha  Phi  Omega, 
men’s  service  fraternity. 

Mr.  Daigley  headed  success¬ 
ful  drives  for  scholarship 
funds  through  the  annual  APO

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City  Stickers . . .  Fair - Unfair? 


A  controversy  has  arisen 
about  the  law  concerning  off- 
campus  college  students  and 
the  purchase  of  Maryville  city 
stickers. 


The  question  seemed  finally 
to  be  cleared  up  a  few  weeks 
ago  by  Judge  Thomas  L.  Goss- 
man’s  May  6  letter  to  the 
Northwest  Missourian,  which 
stated  that  all  off-campus  stu¬ 
dents  living  within  Maryville 
city  limits  for  over  90  days 
must  have  city  stickers  or  a 
sticker  from  another  city. 

This  contradiction  to  a  pre¬ 
vious  letter  presumably  writ¬ 
ten  in  good  faith  by  David 
Alexander  on  April  29,  has 
raised  some  questions  to  the 
effect  of  “What’s  really  going 
on?” 


Why  has  information  giv¬ 
en  to  people  about  this  law 
by  different  members  of 
the  Maryville  Police  De¬ 
partment  been  so  contra¬ 
dictory?  If  all  police  offi¬ 
cers  are  operating  under 
the  same  law,  why  are 
some  reportedly  not  in¬ 
forming  students  of  their 
obligations  under  the  law? 

In  an  effort  to  clarify  the  sit¬ 
uation,  Mr.  Gossman  was  ask¬ 
ed  to  answer  some  of  these 
questions.  He  stated  that  he 
felt  the  ordinance  has  not  been 
enforced  as  written  because  of 
the  city’s  attempt  to  exempt 
certain  classes  of  people  “who 
are  otherwise  within  the  intent 
of  the  ordinance”  —  meaning 
students.  The  police  probably 
began  enforcing  the  ordinance 
as  it  was  originally  intended 
when  the  confusion  and  “obvi¬ 
ous  inequity”  became  appar-

Students  Suggest  Innovations 
To  Improve  Campus  Library

this  fee,  which  supposedly  is 
used  to  maintr’n  city  streets, 
while  on-campus  students  with 
cars  are  exempt?  On-campus 
car  users  probably  make  just 
as  much  use  of  Maryville 
streets  as  do  their  off-campus 
contemporaries.  Isn’t  this  dis¬ 
crimination? 


The  Northwest  Missouri 
Teachers’  Credit  Union  wishes 
to  contact  graduating  seniors 
who  have  signed  contracts  to 
teach,  according  to  Mr.  George 
Barratt,  treasurer. 

The  credit  union  loans  mon¬ 
ey  to  clients  for  such  neces¬ 
sities  as  new  or  used  cars  or 
for  signature  loans.  Emphasis 
is  on  the  fact  that  the  client 
must  be  planning  to  teach,  Mr. 
Barratt  explained. .

When  asked  their  feelings  on 
campus  library  facilities,  MSC 
students  expressed  decided 
opinions  in  response  to  a  Mis¬ 
sourian  poll. 

Sixty  -  eight  per  cent  of  the 
respondents  said  they  were  dis¬ 
satisfied  with  the  present  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  library.  Sixty 
per  cent  listed  a  desire  for 
more  adequate  equipment  and 
88  per  cent  stressed  a  need  for 
more  books. 


The  average  number  of  times 
pollees  stated  they  use  the  li¬ 
brary  facilities  was  parts  of 
two  days  out  of  each  week. 

The  chief  complaint  of  the 
pollees  concerned  the  inade¬ 
quacy  of  periodicals  and  refer¬ 
ence  materials.  One  represen¬ 
tative  comment  stated  that  ref¬ 
erence  books  listed  in  the  card 
files  could  not  be  found  and 
often  could  not  be  used  be¬ 
cause  they  were  too  long  out¬ 
dated.

gree  of  inequity,  though  not  as 
much  as  the  exemption  of  all 
students,”  stated  Mr.  Gossman 
in  response  to  these  questions. 
He  explained  that  the  ordi¬ 
nance  has  been  interpreted  to 
exclude  on-campus  students, 
because  they  are  regarded  as 
a  subdivision  of  the  state. 

“I  hope,  personally,  that 
this  problem  can  soon  be 
rectified  by  a  rewriting  of 
the  ordinance  either  to  spe¬ 
cifically  include,  or  specifi¬ 
cally  exclude,  these  on- 
campus  students.” 

According  to  Mr.  Gossman, 
the  issue  has  boiled  down  to 
this:  “The  students  who  are 
ready  to  scream  ‘injustice’ 
seem  to  want  to  be  treated  as 
mature  adults  until  it  comes 
to  discharging  their  fair  finan¬ 
cial  obligations  to  the  city 
which  supplies  them  with  the 
facilities  they  are  so  happy  to 
use.”

As  a  result  of  student  inter¬ 
est  in  an  editorial  on  campus 
parking  in  the  April  29  issue 
of  the  Missourian,  this  week’s 
opinion  poll  deals  with  stu¬ 
dents’  evaluation  of  present 
parking  facilities. 

One  hundred  students  living 
on  campus  were  selected  at 
random  to  answer  question¬ 
naires. 

Forty-foiir  per  cent  of  those 
polled  were  found  to  be  car 
owners,  with  40  per  cent  of 
them  having  their  cars  on  cam¬ 
pus.  Of  these  car  owners,  only 
30  per  cent  felt  that  they  were 
actually  convenienced  by  being 
able  to  park  their  automobile 
on  campus. 

A  large  percentage  of  car 
owners  questioned  had  been 
assessed  fines,  according  to 
campus  policies,  for  illegally 
parking  their  vehicles.  Two- 
thirds  of  those  receiving  fines 
felt  that  these  were  unjustly 


given. 

Eighty-five  per  cent  answer¬ 
ed  that  by  being  assigned  a 
certain  parking  lot,  they  could 
not  park  where  they  needed  to 
in  many  situations. 

Parking  in  front  of  the  girls’ 
dorms,  especially  at  closing . 
time,  was  most  often  cited  as 
a  major  parking  problem. 

Linda  Haag,  junior,  spoke 
for  many  students  in  answer¬ 
ing,  “It  is  next  to  impossible 
to  find  a  place  to  park  in  front 
of  the  dorms  at  closing  time, 
causing  major  traffic  jams  and 
late  minutes  for  the  girls!” 

Another  female  student  sug¬ 
gested  that  this  problem  could 
be  alleviated  by  leaving  sec¬ 
ondary  doors  of  the  girls’  dor¬ 
mitories  open  until  after  clos¬ 
ing  to  allow  parking  behind  the 
residence  halls.

The  Science  Department  is 
planning  to  offer  two  elective 
courses  this  fall  in  the  fields 
of  aviation  and  aerospace  edu¬ 
cation,  pending  faculty  approv¬ 
al. 

Aviation  science  (PS  17)  will 
be  a  joint  program  sponsored 
by  MSC  and  the  aviation  serv¬ 
ices  of  the  Maryville  Airport. 
The  student  will  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  complete  30 
hours  of  ground  school  train¬ 
ing  in  order  to  qualify  for  the 
Federal  Aviation  examination. 
He  will  also  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  obtain  10  hours  of 
flight  instruction. 

If  the  enrollee  successfully 
passes  the  FAA  written  exam¬ 
ination,  he  will  receive  two 
hours  credit  for  the  course.  A 
fee  of  $100-$1.50  must  be  paid 
for  flight  instruction,  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  type  of  aircraft  us¬ 
ed. 


A  second  course,  aerospace 
education  (PS  18),  is  designed 
to  provide  secondary  and  ele¬ 
mentary  education  majors 
with  a  unique  experience  in  re¬ 
lating  the  classroom  to  impli¬ 
cations  of  aerospace  education. 
A  background  in  science  and 
education  is  suggested  for 
prospective  enrollees  of  this 
three-hour  course. 

These  courses  will  aid  the 
secondary  education  student  in 
becoming  certified  to  teach 
aviation  science  in  secondary 
schools  —  a  teaching  field 
boasting  of  a  700  per  cent 
growth  record  in  the  past  three 
years. 

Since  the  courses  will  be  of¬ 
fered  in  relation  to  student  in¬ 
terest,  prospective  students  are 
asked  to  contact  Mr.  Robert 
Bush  in  the  Admissions  Office 
before  the  end  of  this  semes¬ 
ter.

Class  Spends  Vacation  Searching 
For  Herptiles  Native  to  Midwest 


Six  members  of  Mr.  David 
Easterla’s-  senior  and  graduate 
student  course,  history  of  ecto¬ 
thermic  vertebrates,  spent  Eas¬ 
ter  vacation  studying  herptiles 
in  their  natural  environment 
and  capturing  specimens  for 
experiment  and  study. 

The  herptiles  include  the  am¬ 
phibians  —  toads,  frogs,  and 
salamanders,  and  the  reptiles 
— ■  lizards,  snakes,  and  turtles. 

A  high  point  of  the  expedi¬ 
tion  came  at  Salem,  where  the 
group  observed  a  flock  of  eve¬ 
ning  grosbeak,  a  bird  seldom 
seen  in  Missouri. 

Johnson  Shut-ins  State  Park, 
near  Centerville,  was  the 
group’s  first  stop.  There  they 
collected  several  salamanders, 
frogs,  and  toads. 

The  group  spent  the  next  two 
nights  camping  at  Sam  A.  Ba¬ 
ker  State  Park,  near  Lake 
Wappapello.  They  captured 
spotted  salamanders,  red  back¬ 
ed  salamanders,  marble  sala¬ 
manders,  red  bellied  snakes, 
and  ring  necked  snakes.  They 
also  were  interested  in  sala¬ 
mander  spawnings  which  they 
found  in  area  streams. 

At  Duck  Creek  Wildlife  Area, 
near  Puxico,  the  men  spent 
two  days  in  the  Gaylord  Mem¬ 
orial  Wildlife  Laboratory.  This 
convenience,  sponsored  and 
run  by  the  University  of  Mis¬ 
souri,  maintains  dormitories 


and  cooking  facilities  for  stu¬ 
dents  and  classes  interested  in 
the  study  of  wildlife  manage¬ 
ment.  During  the  two  -  night 
stay  in  that  area,  they  found 
many  snakes.  They  also  learn¬ 
ed  to  handle  poisonous  snakes, 
when  they  uncovered  a  den  of 
cotton  mouths,  commonly  call¬ 
ed  water  moccasins.  The  men 
captured  many  turtles  and  sal¬ 
amanders,  including  specimens 
of  the  rare  mole  salamander. 

They  spent  their  last  day  at 
Eleven  Point  River  near  the 
Arkansas  border.  This  river  is 
believed  to  be  one  of  the  Wild¬ 
est  rivers  in  the  United  States 
and  it  is  one  of  the  few  areas 
that  could  be  classified  as  a 
National  Wilderness  Area.  Here, 
the  group  camped  on  private 
property  near  Greer  Springs, 
one  of  the  largest  springs  in 
Missouri.  They  discovered

Horace  Mann  teachers  an¬ 
nounce  that  it  is  time  for  stu¬ 
dents  to  migrate  to  their  re¬ 
spective  reading  sections.  Sud¬ 
denly,  the  halls  are  crowded 
with  197  eager  students! 

Immediately  one  room  con¬ 
sists  of  a  student  teacher  with 
her  pupils  surrounding  her  in 
a  semicircle.  The  story  about 
Indians  and  two  boys  becom¬ 
ing  brothers  fascinates  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  discuss  how  they 
would  feel  if  some  Indian  boy 
would  ask  them  to  become  his 
brother.  One  little  girl  replies, 
“I’d  feel  happy!” 

Colorful  bulletin  boards 
draw  attention  to  a  new 
story  that  depicts  it  in 
words  and  impressive  cut 
out  pictures.  This  teaching 
procedure  adds  to  the  ap¬ 
peal  of  the  story  and  stimu¬ 
lates  conversation.  It  also 
greatly  increases  the  pu¬ 
pils  enjoyment  in  read¬ 
ing.  .  .  . 

At  other  times  students  may 
prefer  retelling  the  story  and 
changing  the  ending  or  creat¬ 
ing  a  new  version  of  it.  Some¬ 
times  they  write  poems  about 
their  story.  As  an  added  source 
of  learning,  they  try  creating 
art  work.  At  still  other  times 
the  children  find  new  satisfac¬ 
tion  as  they  use  electric  type¬ 
writers  to  type  their  stories 
and  poems. 

Prior  to  the  reading  assign¬ 
ment,  new  words  are  present¬ 
ed  to  the  students  for  reading 
reinforcement.  Words  that  are 
difficult  for  an  individual  are 
made  an  essential  part  of  his 
own  individualized  spelling  list 
set  up  for  him  to  study,  be¬ 
come  familiar  with,  and 
use.  .  .  . 

After  the  Indian  reading 
hour,  many  of  the  students 
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rushed  to  the  library  to  seek 
more  information  pertaining  to  «■ 
the  red  men.  Some  chose  to 
read  Indians  of  North  Amer¬ 
ica  —  Dances  to  learn  about 
festive  or  tribal  war  dances. 
For  insight  into  other  cultural 
backgrounds,  others  read  Ca¬ 
nadian  Indians  or  Indians  of 
Mexico.  The  American  Indian  * 
—  Yesterday  and  Today  fas¬ 
cinated  pupils  wanting  to  learn 
the  legends,  beliefs,  customs, 
and  characteristics  of  many 
well-known  Indian  tribes.  In 
this  book  stories  and  lives  be-  « 
come  exciting  and  clear  in 
over  200  lined  drawings  illus¬ 
trating  Indian  life. 

“I  just  enjoy  reading” 
was  one  boy’s  enthusiastic 
reaction  when  asked  about 
his  reading  class.  • 

Miss  Linda  Walker,  second 
grade  student  teacher  evaluat¬ 
ed  the  reading  session  by  stat¬ 
ing,  “The  individualized  read¬ 
ing  is  really  good  because  it 
helps  the  child  develop  an  ap¬ 
preciation  for  reading  beyond 
the  classroom.”  ...  * 

Thus,  reading,  a  necessary 
learning  instrument,  is  becom¬ 
ing  a  vital  asset  as  the  Horace 
Mann  pupils  gain  understand¬ 
ing  of  life.  It  helps  improve  the 
students’  insight  into  literature 
and  adds  to  their  complete  en- 
joyment  of  life.  Through  an  in¬ 
troduction  to  different  reading 
materials  the  pupils  are  get¬ 
ting  valuable  experience  in 
learning  to  communicate  with 
each  other  as  well  as  with 
adults. 

The  philosophy  of  the  staff 
at  Horace  Mann  laboratory 
school  is  that  teaching  is  cen¬ 
tered  around  the  child,  not 
textbook  oriented.

Prospects  of  having  an  edu¬ 
cational  FM  radio  station  of 
over  100,000  watts  of  effective 
radiated  power  on  the  MSC 
campus  soon  are  good  indeed, 
according  to  Mrs.  Cathran 
Cushman,  coordinator  of  radio 
broadcast  activities. 

If  you  think  of  such  a  station 
as  on£  given  to  playing  most¬ 
ly  (Sd^-bair  music,  a  little 
niX.^and  a  little  talk,  then 
you  are  not  thinking  of  the  fu¬ 
ture  KDLX-FM.  Also,  if  you 
are  one  of  those  who  have 
heard  that  KDLX  is  doomed 
witli  the  proposed  advent  of 
the  FM  station,  you  have  been 
misinformed,  Mrs.  Cushman 
explained. 

In  the  first  place,  MSC  stu¬ 
dents  whose  daily  diet  is  most¬ 
ly  Top  40  plus  news  can  now 
relax. 

“No  FM  station  will  ever 
supersede  Station  KDLX

Patrol  Urges  Inspection 
Of  Autos  Before  Travel 

Colonel  E.  I.  (Mike)  Hocka- 
day,  the  superintendent  of  the 
Missouri  State  Highway  Pa¬ 
trol,  has  pointed  out  that  the 
great  number  of  mechanical 
breakdowns  and  tire  failures 
experienced  on  the  interstate 
highways  indicates  a  dire  need 
for  motorists  to  have  their  ve¬ 
hicles  checked  before  traveling 
these  roadways. 

“Many  of  you  will  probably 
be  traveling  the  interstate 
highways  during  the  vacation 
months  ahead,”  I-Iockaday 
said.  “I  urge  you  to  have  your 
vehicle’s  -  brakes,  windshield 
wipers,  lights,  tires,  fan  belt, 
oil,  and  battery  checked  be¬ 
fore  venturing  on  these  high 
speed  highways.” 


“The  potential  in  educa¬ 
tional  and  cultural  values 
of  such  an  educational  FM 
station  is  almost  limit¬ 
less,”  staled  Mrs.  Cush¬ 
man.  “This  area  is  devoid 
of  such  stations  and  pro-v 
gramming,  and  the  need  is 
very  great  for  the  services 
we  propose. 

“Within  the  primary  signal 
area  of  the  proposed  station  is 
a  potential  listening  audience 
of  119,771  persons  of  which 
107,436  are  students  of  ages 
from  6  to  20.  With  extensive 
surveys,  we  hope  to  plan  pro¬ 
grams  which  will  serve  almost 
everyone,  according  to  vary¬ 
ing  needs  and  interests.” 

Since  few  colleges  have  both 
a  well  -  established  campus 
station  and  a  maximum  power 
FM  station,  MSC  students  with 
a  serious  interest  In  broadcast¬ 
ing  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
become  licensed  FM  announc¬ 
ers  and  programmers  under 
the  tutelage  of  a  professional 
staff.  — 

A  daily  program,  campus- 
produced  by  such  students,  will 
cover  a  cross  -  section  of  cam¬ 
pus  life  and  activity.  Produc¬ 
tion  by  students  of  drama, 
music,  speech,  and  literature, 
as  well  as  by  other  departments 
on  campus,  will  be  encouraged 
and  programmed,  Mrs.  Cush¬ 
man  explained. 

In  commenting  on  the  pro¬ 
posed  station,  President  Rob¬ 
ert  P.  Foster  pointed  out,  “We 
have  a  great  need  for  the  FM 
station  as  a  voice  of  and  for 
the  College,  its  students,  and 
the  communities  within  its 
area.  The  Administration  of 
the  College  and  many  of  the 
area  leaders  in  education  and 
community  affairs  have  heart¬ 
ily  endorsed  the  proposed  sta¬ 
tion  and  its  planned  program 
services.  I  anticipate  close  co¬ 


operation  between  college  and 
community  in  making  the  pro¬ 
posed  FM  station  an  outstand¬ 
ing  contribution  to  the  educa¬ 
tional  and  cultural  life  of 
Northwest  Missouri.” 

The  burden  of  technical 
expertise  in  preparing  re¬ 
ports  of  plans  and  surveys 
fell  on  Mr.  John  Perkins 
and  MSC’s  broadcast  en¬ 
gineering  consultant,  Mr. 
Bill  Hunnacult,  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Missouri,  Kan¬ 
sas  City.  The  responsibili¬ 
ty  for  justification  of  the 
project  and  for  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  programming 
services  rested  on  Mrs. 
Cushman. 

The  application  for  a  federal 
grant  to  fund  the  educational 
FM  station  has  been  under 
scrutiny  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Wel¬ 
fare  for  the  past  three  weeks. 
Both  applications  have  been 
carefully  examined  and  favor¬ 
ably  supported  by  the  appoint¬ 
ed  Missouri  State  Agency  for 
federal  grant  approval,  the 
Missouri  Commission  on  High¬ 
er  Education,  and  are  now  in 
^Washington,  D.  C. 

“There  is  only  $400,000  avail¬ 
able  this  year  for  establishing 
new  noncommercial,  educa¬ 
tional  FM  stations,”  comment¬ 
ed  Mrs.  Cushman.  “This 
amount  probably  will  fund  on¬ 
ly  four  or  five  new  stations  at 
the  most.  It  is  hardly  realistic 
to  hope  that  MSC  might  get 
the  nod  this  year,  with  many 
colleges  and  universities 
throughout  the  nation  compet¬ 
ing  with  us.  Still  there  is  a 
very  real  need  in  this  area  for 
an  educational  FM  station,  and 
there  is  some  excellent  pro¬ 
gramming  being  planned,”  she 
added,  with  an  excited  look  on 
her  face  as  if  to  say,  “We’re 
hoping!”

Last  week,  students  from  Dr. 
Quinn’s  abnormal  psychology 
classes  had  the  privilege  of 
touring  the  State  Hospital  in  St. 
Joseph,  where  parents  from 
25  Northwest  Missouri  counties 
undergo  therapy  and  treatment 
for  mental  disorders.

Dialogue  Panel  Communicates 
About  Student  Involvement 
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“We  need  to  reach  students 
and  make  them  aware  of  what 
is  going  on  at  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  College,”  said  Mr. 
Bob  Cotter  of  the  college  Field 
Service  office.  “We  need  to 
get  them  involved.” 

This  was  a  widely  echoed  be¬ 
lief  and  one  of  many  opinions 
expressed  at  the  May  5  meet¬ 
ing  of  Dialogue,  Representa¬ 
tives  from  the  campus  radio 
station,  the  Union  Board,  and 
the  Northwest  Missourian  were 
also  available  to  answer  any 
questions  raised  by  the  stu¬ 
dents  present  and  to  explain 
the  individual  problems  faced 
in  each  communication  me¬ 
dium. 

“We  just  can’t  seem  to  get 
ideas  from  kids.”  “We  post 
sign®  on  the  bulletin  boards, 
but  they  just  don’t  get  seen," 
complained  John  Price,  im¬ 
mediate  past  president  of  Un¬ 
ion  Board,.  “We’re  not  like  the 
newspaper  —  it  gets  around.” 

Unlike  the  other  branches  of 
campus  communication,  KDLX 
has  its  own  unique  problem, 


as  Rollie  Stadlman  explained: 
“We’re  still  fighting  down  the 
“club”  image  that  we  have 
gotten.  We’re  a  radio  station 
now.” 

Continuing,  he  said,  "Our 
biggest  problem  is  getting  the 
qualified  people  needed  for  the 
staff.  We’re  just  a  baby  yet, 
and  we  are  feeling  the  growing 
pains,  but  we  have  a  lot  of 
ideas  and  hope  to  put  them  in 
effect  soon.” 

The  Field  Service  office 
takes  care  of  almost  all  pro¬ 
motion  of  the  college  through¬ 
out  the  entire  United  States. 
“Public  relations  is  important 
to  any  college,”  said  Cotter. 
“We’d  like  to  be  able  to  do 
much  more,  but  we  don’t  have 
the  staff  nor  the  budget.” 

“It  seems  that  students  pre¬ 
fer  to  accept  things  as  they 
are,”  Walt  Yadusky  of  the 
Northwest  Missourian  staff  re¬ 
marked.  “It’s  hard  to  get  the 
students  involved,”  he  conclud¬ 
ed.  “We  can’t  improve  our 
communication  media  without 
knowing  what  the  students 
want.”
